tions, took up the charges of Gov. 
Henry J. Allen of Kansas, relating to 
alleged breakdown of the artillery 
and lack of airplane protection at 
the Argonne,, he paid this tribute te 
the men of the Thirty-fifth: 

“L want to say right now that never 
was there a finer body of men any- 
where furnished by any country, this 
or any other, than there men that I 
had the honor to commaad.. They 
were a wonderful lot of men—a won- 
derful lot of soldiers. They asked for 
nothing more than to know what we 
wanted done, and they did it. They 
the spirit to do anything de- 
manded of them, and they did it and 
did it well.” 

Gen. Traube has been gassed five 
times, and, in consequence, he spoke 
somewhat hoarsely. He wears two 
service stripes and a wound stripe. 
He is small of stature, but radiates 
energy. Now and then, as he warmed 
to his story of the battle, he rose and 
enforced his pointy with vigorous 
gestures. His hair aiid close mus- 
tache are sandy, turning to gray. At 
the age of 53 he is a trim figure of a 
soldier. 

Beginning his story, Gen. Traub 
first took up the charge that the 
Thirty-fifth’s losses in the Argonte 
were excessive. 

“In my opinion.” he said, “they 
were marvelously low. I can’t un- 
derstand why they were so low. For 
five days and nights the battle con- 
tinued against the best that the 
boche had. He knew the importance 
of holding the Americans where they 
were. He directed at us a hellish 
fire of all descriptions. But at the

Considering that the work of getting signatures 
been largely volunteer, supported by small means, the 
number of names on the lists is a singular demonstra- 
tion of the popular attitude. 

It was decided to attempt to get the recall election 
only a week before the date for filing the petitions, and 
within that time most of the organizing was accom- 
plished and the bulk of the names obtained. Thousands 
signed without solicitation and undoubtedly thousands 
who were willing to sign were denied the privilege 
on account of lack of opportunity. The time was too 
short. 

The leaders of the Civic League and the Citizens 
Referendum League claim by actual count a total of 
41,665 names on the petitions. These names must be 
thoroughly canvassed by the Board of Election Com- 
' missioners to determine whether the requisite number 
of registered voters, distributed according to law among 
19 wards, are on the lists. The petitions must contain 
20 per cent of the registered voters, which is a total 
of 33,469, and 20 per cent of the registered voters in 19 
wards. This requtrement may call for a larger num- 
ber of petitions by reason of the distribution of voters. | 
- The conditions of the recall are not easy of attain- | 
ment in a limited time. The movement represents the | 
fight of the people for their rights and interests against 
a combine of public officials and street railway repre- 
sentatives. It represents the indignation of the people | 
at the betrayal of their interests by Mayor Kiel in a, 
secret deal with the United Railways, in which public 
rights were abandoned and public interests sacrificed 
to serve a corrupt, water-logged corporation. 

The movement served no special interest; it served 
only the public interest and depended for support in 
money and labor upon the spontaneous will of the peo- 
ple. Every device and influence that resourceful and 
unscrupulous political and financial interests could 
bring into requisition was used to smother and block 
the movement. Misrepresentation and intimidation in 
every form were resorted to. 

Twenty days yet remain to obtain signatures for a 
special recall election, if the effort to put it into the 
spring elections fails. The time should be utilized 
to obtain as many signatures of voters as possible. 
Every signature will be a voter’s pledge and even if |

Whatever the ultimate solution of the Packers’ Trust, 
which is rapidly developing into the All-Food Trust— 
and a solution must be found for it at no distant date— 
Mr. Hoover points out certain fundamental conditions 
that must be met, if solution is not to be sought through 
mere temporizing half-measures. 

Dissociation of the control of stockyards and of re- 
frigerating and other special types of rolling stock from 
control of packing facilities is one essential that must 
be fulfilled. The close connection between these two 
forms of control in the past explains in part the rise 
of the present menacing monopoly. The independent 
packer of small means, faced by the necessity of trans- 
porting his perishable products, is manifestly at a, great. 
disadvantage, compared with the trust, enjoying the 
ownership and convenient use of great numbers of cars. 

Stockyards are an animal terminal, and to say that 
their control does nor place those controlling it at an 
advantage is to say that control of a great freight ter- 
minal would not give advantages which those lacking 
such control would not possess. 

The packing interests and the physical accessories to 
transport and terminal delivery must be separated. But 
how are they to be separated? If the railroads continue 
under Government ownership, separation will be easy, 
as Mr. Hoover suggests. That will permit at least a 
partial application of Government ownership—to the 
extent of the stockyards and transportation factors— 
which has been urged so insistently as the solution of 
the whole problem. | 

However, if the roads are returned to private owner- 
ship, means of separation may be more complex and 
difficult. Drastic regulation may suffice, though regu- 
lation has brought few results up to date. Strict pro- 
hibitions on any interlocking arrangements between 
packers and stockyards and special facilities of trans- 
port may accomplish the end, so far as statutory means 
—often susceptible to evasion—may accomplish it. 

The decentralization of the packing industry is the 
great thing to be aimed at. Markets for livestock must 
be multiplied. Congestion at the too few markets now 
provided frequently imposes ruinous losses on the live- 


stock interests. We believe that, with equal opportunity 
in public facilities afforded, the decentralization proc- 
ess would begin at once. The butcher would reappear 
in many important centers, where he is now unknown 
and where his name has been transferred to mere sales- 
men of meat products. 

Municipal abattoirs wotld be a helpful utility. Some 
advantage would still remain to the trust in its wonder- 
ful utilization of by-products, but in distance from 
with equal opportunity, freight charges would neutral- 
ize this advantage.
